This  is  the  first  time  we  have  offered  an  auction  sale  limited  to  medals  and 
decorations.  Several  large  consignments  and  appropriate  sections  of  other  consign- 
ments have  been  combined  to  make  this  possible. 

Many  collectors  have  some  familiarity  with  medals  that  are  parallel  to  or 
illustrative  of  the  times  and  the  historical  personalities  and  events  of  the  particular 
era  in  which  they  have  a numismatic  interest.  Many  were  created  and  issued  in  the 
■country  and  community  being  featured.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  many 
Proclamation  Pieces  hailing  the  accession  to  the  throne  of  a new  Spanish  Monarch. 

Others  were  prepared  in  foreign  countries  and  at  times  differing  from  the  dates 
on  the  individual  piece.  In  addition,  many  of  these  were  reissued  at  later  times  in 
a new  edition.  This  is  especially  true  of  many  French  issues. 

There  are  included  in  this  sale  many  of  the  Dassier  and  the  Mudie  medals  in 
the  English  series  and  a broad  cross-section  of  the  Proclamation  pieces  of  the  late 
18th  and  early  19th  centuries.
